and altho’ it be allowed in fome cafes to make application to the 
King or Queen feparately; yet in a thing of this nature, where 
the Royal Authority, Stile, and Title, muft be ufed, if any 
thing be done about it; all Application muft be made to the 
Government, that is to fay, to the King and Queens Majetties; 
and no Reprefentation of this kind can be fenfe without it. And 
therefore we muft.in reafon conclude, that the Party never in- 
tended this their Addrefs originally for King William and Queen 
Mary: And it would be a little too hard to think they intended 
it for the French King Lewis, finceas yet he underftands little 
or no Exglifh; tho’ fome of our Publicaus do not defpair of 
learning him the Language, with fomething elfe in time. 

But if we confider all concurring Circumflances, we may 
eafily find that this Addrefs was chiefly and only intended for 
King fames, tho’ they have made it to ferve another purpofe 
for a need: For thefe Addreflers are of the very Tools of Ty- 
ranny, who have been Aiding and Affifting in overturning all 
our Government, Laws, and Religion, in the late Reigns; and 
thofe are not enly the Perfons, but here are the very things 
which they have always been promoting under the late Tyran- 
nies ; and now they come with the remainder of their ungodly 
Projects.

Addrefs of this nature, fo fly, Doubtfully, Ambiguoufly, and 
cunningly penn’d, 4s if it had been dowe in Vindication of the 
Diffenting Bifhops, or by the heads of the Party at the Devil, o- 
ver a Bottel of good French Claret. 

Now fince we have feea the Addrefs, and fome part of its de- 
fign, it 1s but reafonable that we alfo confider the Authors and 
their pretended Grievance; and if fo, we fhall find the Authors of 
the moft depraved,and their pretences the worft grounded that e- 
ver were:thefe Addreffors are of the Remainders and very Dregsof 
the two laft Reigns, Perfons brought up and educated in all man- 
ner of Debauchery and Deprayation ; a fort of teople who 
may of right, and will ftile themfelves Gentlemen ; for they 
cannot work, and will not beg, and therefore are faintoturn Sharp- 
ers, and practice little Tricks and Inventions for Bread : To fet 
their Neighbours Eoufe on fire, for an opportunity to fteal his Goods. 
To trouble the Waters to make good Fifhing. To pull down Houfes 
to make themfelves out of the Ruines : Yet all thefe, and infinite 
other Inventions can feldom or ever make them Rich: for the 
holes of their Bags are commonly wider than their mouths; 
their extravagancy not only ruines them, but makes them wholly 
incapable to get their Living: and the rapacious natures of thefe 
Cormorants are infatiable, fo that a few Publicaus are capable to 
ruine a great People, and yet not make themfelves ; for they have 
the right Talent. to make a great City little, but never to make a 
little one great. 3 

And if any of their Party are become Rich by the ruine of 
the Publick (for it can hardly happen otherways) it is where 
the vice of Covetoufnefs has by {ome accident or other got the 
prevalency over the ret; and fuch people keep true to the Pro-

uppermoft, they may be called to an Account for their Admi- 
niftrations; or fometimes, becaufe of the Enmity contracted be- 
tween them and the reft of Mankind while they continued their 
‘Trade: or if it is that they grow fullen and tichy by fome 
pricks of Confcience or other, and fo become like the Devils, who 
finding themfelves uneafie, they would have it fo with every 
body elfe. Thus the intereft, as well as inclination of this Facti- 
on, is, and always has been, clear contrary to that of all per- 
fons of Honefty, Credit, and Intereft; and it were well ‘if the 
honeft part of Mankind were as dextrous in preventing the de- 
figns of thefe men, as they are to invent and carry them on: 
for thefe Drones are not only greedy as Hell to devour whatever 
they can get, but they are fo inhumane and cruel as to deftroy the 
very Bees that feed them. 

And if we confider their Quarrel with New-England, it will 
appear to be one of the moft Rapacious, Inhumane, and Un- 
grateful, ‘that was ever, | 

For thefe poor People who firft fettled New-Exgland,j being per- 
fecuted by our Publicans at home, made their moft Humble 
Application tothe Kings, Fames and Charles the Firkt fucceffively. 
Then whom never Princes were more Fealous of their Prerogatives, 
and who no doubt thought it a Miferable Choice, for thofe poor 
Diftretied People to fly to a Wildernefs, where Cold, Hunger, 
Savages, and innumerable Evils and Dangers muft needs attend 
them: But tho’fuch Perfons as were unwilling that this fort of 
People, fhould either live on Earth or go to Heaven, opposd 
it; yet thefe Princes were content to let them go, and make 
the beft of their wafte howling Defart, for them and their Po- 
flerity, if they fhould have any. 

Our Puélicans were generally glad at this departure, and 
thought they were well rid of them; as not doubting but the 
Sea, the Savages, cold, or the Country would eat them up: 
And the Publicans were the rather glad, becaufe they apprehend- 
ed fome tharp people among the Puritans of thofe days, who 
were likely to. be fome Let to their Defigns:And there is no doubt

_ But in the ;mean -while the /People of New-England fhewed 
the world, that Necefity aud Freedome could do Wonders; for in 
a few years, they grew to {uch a height and greatnefs, that 
they brought more Spirit, Virtue, Riches, Induftry, Glory, 
and Honour, to the Exglifh Nation, than ever any Collony did : 
Until the Publicans fo far prevail'd in the two laft Reigns, as 


to perfwade our late Kings, Charles and James, ameng other 


illegal courfes, by Fraud and Violence. to feize the Liberties 
and Priviledges. of New England ; but: our flattering Publicans 
fhewed themfelves in this, as in all other their Methods. with 
Kings ; that is to fay, both Deceitful, Dangerous, and Deftructive: 
For they perfwaded. the late King James to do this, not. only 
againft all Juftice and Right, but alfo quite contrary to his In- 
terett and Profit; for what-he could’ not do by fair means, he 
did by force, fending over a chargeable Governour, with a fort 
of an Army, who not only Ruin'd the Countrey, but fpent the 
King’s Money into the bargain; and this was all brought a- 
bout, only to bring a few poor Diftrefled Publicans into Imploy- 
ment: Thus the King loft by it, and the Country loft by it, and none 
gained, but the Publicans. : 

It is deplorable to fee the Effects of the Projects of thefe idle 
Deceivers: For how many Princes have they not Deftroy d, and 
{o far are they gone in it, that they almoft pretend to the Trade 


* of Ruining Kings by Prefcription : \tis thefe Men who advife Kings 


and Princes to all forts of dangerous Enterprizes, only to cut out 
work and fubfiftance for their Extravagancies ; they have made 
moft of the Princes that ever fat upon the Exgii/h Throne Un- 
happy; to them and to them only, may be attributed all the 
Mifery and Unhappinefs, Blood and Ruine, of the Four laft 
Reigns ; and we have feen with-our Eyes what they have done 
with the two late Kings. And indeed its almoft impoffible for

Princes and Great Men to fhun them, for thofe Devils appear 


moft commonly like Angels of Light, they put a glofs npos 
every thing, and caft Mifts before the Prince’s Eyes ; honelft 


and plain hearted Perfons, neither can nor will appear, but whet 


they really are, they appear only Naturally ; but the Pudblicaus 
come always with their Aocus pocus Tricks, and appear Artifie 


cially. . And altho’ Natural things be moft fimple and_ real, 
yet Artificial things are. commonly moft pieafing; aad thas 


our Publicans have always bad. and will have, a great ad- 
vantaze of other men, by their profound Abilities in the Arts of 
Flattering, Lying, and Cheating; altho’ the reft of Mankind 
exceed them in every thing elle. 

But the great cry of our Publicavs, and by which they 
would feare us out of our Wits, is, a Commonwealth, a Com- 


* monwealth ; nay, we dare not Speak, Act, Write, Work, nor 


fit fill, for fear of 4 Commonwealth: One would wonder what 
fhould occafion all this Fear, DiftraGtion, and Diforder in our 
Publicans about a Commonwealth ; but to do them Right, they 
have more. caufe to be at their Wits end, when they Think, 
Hear, or Speak of 2 Commonwealth, than every one thinks. 
for thofe State Chymifts have been hard at work, ever fice the 
days of that Mighty Honter Nimrod, to inventa periect perpe- 
tual Tyranny ; andcommonly when they havee'’en juft done it, 
to about the fame Degree that Agrippawas aChriftian ; one unhap- 
py accident or other comes over it; and neceflitates ove extremity 
to produce another, and fo all blows up into 4 Commonwealth, ‘This. 
has happen’d to them not once nor thrice, but fo many thou- 
fand times, thatthey are now grown Hair-Brain’d, and quite 
befide themfelves ; andtheir many and furprizing frights, have 
brought them into a continual fancy, that every Houle, Town, 
Ifland, Country, Colloney, Plantation, Ship, or any thing 
they hear, fee, or {peak of, will prefently turn a Commonwealth x 
And to fay the truth on’t, it’s no wonder they are in this. 
pickle about it, for they have been longer at work upon. it, 
and met with far more difappointments, thae al the Pro- 

jectors:

jettors of the Philofophers Stone, and Malable Glafs, have ever 
done. 

But to come to the purpofe, I would fain know of our Pzé- 
licans, how many Cities and Countries, have ever Revolted and 
turned Commonwealths, for being too well ufed 2 For my part I 
cannot tell that I ever Read or Heard of any: but I can think 


of abundance who have fall’n away and revolted by reafon of op- 


preffion and hard ufage;furely our Pudlicans mutt needs look upon 
that to be of the higheft of Crimes,which the old Romans reckon’d 
among the greateft Virtues, inthat Famous Judgment of theirs 
in the Cafe of the Privernates, who having committed high 
Offences again{t the Maje/ly of Rome, in defending their Li- 
berties to great Extremities, and being brought before the Se- 
nate, to be condemn’d to fuffer the fevereft Punifhments for 
their Crimes, avd before they were called into the Senate, a 
Senator happen’d to ask one of the principal Malefactors, what 
fecurity the Romans could have, if they fhould give them their 
Lives upon Conditions, and whether they would obferve their Arti- 
cles well? The poor Prifoner anfwer'd freely ; #f i be upon good 
terms, it will be firm and perpetual ; but if upon ill, it will hard- 
ly laft long. ‘The Romans were not yet grown quite fo Addle- 
Headed, as upon this Noble and Refolute Anfwer, to baw] out 
Republicks and Commonwealths, and 1 know not what elfe ; but 
on the contrary they faid, That the Prifoner had fpeken like 
a Man, and like a Freeman, and that it was not to be fuppofed, 
that any People or private Perfou would fubmit to a condition that 
oppreft him, longer than by Neceffity he was conftrained ; and that 
if any Peace be lafting and Inviolable, it is where the Parties do 
voluntarily fubmit, and not where Servitude and Slavery is Ime 
pofed; and for this the Senate prefently Decreed them Free-Men 
of Rome, and Declared, that they only deferved to be Romans, 
whofe Liberty was the greateft part of their care. ‘This is the 
Truth, but cur Publicans, nor their Father the Devil, neither 
cannor will endure it : But to what purpofe fhall we Inftance Hi- 
frory tothis fort of Men, for they neither Read, nor Think, nor 
Att as if they did ? But 
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But to fay the truth, the Pudlicans are the only Makers of 
Republicks; but it’s alfo true that they do it always by contra- 
rics. Zhe Publicans make Common-wealths, as Malefattors make 
Laws; for were there no Malefactors, there would be no need 
of Laws: and were there no Publicans, there ueed be no Repub- 
licks ; and it may be truly afferted, That there never was any 
Rebellion or Revolt of People upon earth , but what has 
been caufed direCly or indirectly by the Padlicans.Did not the ten 
Tribes revolt by bitter ufage,and but one Sermon of PaftveObedience 
and Nou-Refiftance Preached to them by King Rehoboam ? It feems 
the Priefts were not grown quite fo Mercenary in thole days, 
as they have been in ours, otherwife Rehoboam might have /pa- 
red bimfelf the labour, and got others to do it. \t alfo appears 
that the Zxglifh of our days have not been altogether fo ftubborn 
as the old [/raelites were, whorevolted at one fingle difcourfe of this 
fort of feff : But the Sxgli/b have had both the patience to hear 
it and feel it by the fpace of feven or eight and twenty years. 

It’s ftrange to confider whither the paffions and lufts of thefe 
men are able to carry them; for had King Rehoboam kept bis 
Tantivy. Doctrine of Paffive Obedience and Non-Refiftance to bim{felf, 
and preached it to his Wives and Concubines, and given his Sub- 
je€tsa few good words, and fome little eafe from their Grievan- 
ces, the poor People had been his Servants for ever ; but the 
Publicans would not only have their ends, 4ut they would alfo have 
their-humour; and fo they loft both. 

But the fhort and long of the bufinefswas, that the Publicans 
in thofe days were juft fuch another Crew of unthinking people as 
they are now: And having debauched the young Hiag to their 
humours, they began to think themfelvesas much interefled and 
concerned in the Government as he; and having got a Copy of 
the late King David's Charter, they refolved to ufe it to a purpofe 
for which it was never intended, viz. To eftablifh the Publican Prin- 
ciples, and Intereft; and befides all this, being Gentlemen, they 
could not bear to be affrouted by the unmannerly Mob. There- 
fore, between paflion.and invention, they fet the poor young Prince 

up 
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upto Preach a Doctrine which foon brought both him and them 
AOWH, 

And moreover doubtlefs they had in their eye, that the people 
were grown rich by the profperous Reign of Divid, and the 
peaceable one of Solomon ; and had found out fome new invention or 
other for fleecing them : and having little or nothing to lofe, and it 
being their Trade to hazard Kings, they made no difficulty to 
run the risk: Thus they bubbled King Rehoboam into fach exceffes 
as foon convinced him of his Erreur, but when it was too late. 

And we have not only this inftance, but there never was any 
Rebellion or falling away of any People, but it was always be- 
gun by the Pudlicans of the times. It’s true it was commonly 
ended by other people:\ And good reafon, /e/f Defence is a 
Principle in Nature. | 

And durft our Pudblicans venture for once to give themfelves 
a little liberty to think, they fhould eafily find, that all the Re- 
volis which ever happened in J/rael and Fuda, were becaufe of 
having too few Priviledges, dar never for having too many: And 
not only fo, but how many thovfand inftances of this kind could 
be given, from what has happened among other Peoples? But to 
leave them all, Jet us only obferve inftances of fuch as fubfitt 
now a days. Did not Gezoua Revolt from the French by bad ue. 
fage >. Luca from Florence > Switzerland from the Houle of Ay- 
firia? and Afolland from Spaia 2 Were not all thefe Revolts occa- 
fioned by the higheft oppreffion, and even defpair? When'the 
Publicaas thought themielves cock-fure, and utterly impoffible 
for the People to'think of a) Rebellion, much lefs to Speak’ 
or Act; But it feems that God is ftill greater than the Publicans, 
and will continue his old work of Ruliag in the Kingdoms of 
Men, and giving them to whomfoever he will; and fometimes (er 
ting up. over them the bafelt of Men. -

But what.need) us fo many Inftances abroad; fince we have 
them fo, plentifully at.home, ‘and what is moft frefh in our Me- 
mory ? Did not we Revolt from King Fames for hard ulage > 
And 1 dare fay, that the only and poflible way to make New- 


England 
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England a Commonwealth at this time, according to the Caprice 
of our Publicans, would be to take away their old Priviledges, and 
fend them fome Alva or other of a general Governour. 

There are no People upon Earth of narrower Souls and mean- 
er Capacities than our Padblicans, for they have been at work 
one where or other for fome thoufands of Years toettablith their 
Maxims, and have always proved abortive, yet will thy never 
be convinced of their weaknefs: But did chey either read, or: 
think, or converfe with any freedom, they might eafily know 
that there are but two ways for us to fecure our felves of men, 
that is, either to oblige th:m or ruine them ; and the firit of 
thefe. is commended by all the Laws of Charity and Reafon: But 
the lat iscontrary toa!l FuPice and Humanity. The firlt of thefe 
ways our Pudlicans will not take, becaufe if they do Jultice, they 
fall lofe their Trade, and all their goodly Projects ; and fhould they 
take the lat, there would be no body left to be their Slaves ; {0 they 
take always rhe middle way, the moft pernicious in State Affairs, 
not to murder all the people,but only a part, and make the reft 
Bondmen, And thus there is almoft continual War between the 
Publicans and the reft of Mankind, in which the People are always 
too ftrong for the Padlicans at Blows, but the Publicans too hard 
for them again at Lying, Dilembling, Flattering, and Cheating. 

. But certainly one would think that after the Example of the 
late King Fames, our Publicans fhould think of forfaking their 
Craft ; for who had ever a greater opportunity than he to accom- 
plith their ends: Hye fucceeded a Brother who had lived long enough 
10 Debauch and Debafe the Nation to a wonder: He had an Army 
at his Heels of Thirty or Forty Thoufand Men, and could have 
what more he pleafed: Nay, he could, if need were, Mujter a 
whole Army of Prie/ts; Armed and appointed on all fides with 
their Books and Sermons of Pajive Obedience and Non-Refiftance ; 
yea, and they had fo far prevailed, that the People feemed in a 
manner wholly to believe them; and moft men thought they 
really did it, axtil the good Prince of Orange was pleafed to fhew 
us that the Parfons never meant it themfelves : And alter this, to fee 
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his Army,and almoft all his Creatures forfake him,asit were in one 
day, and the Parfons obliged to.chauge their note, is enough to con- 
vince, that the hearts of a Peaple are. the heft, aud indeed the only 

true fecurity to a Prince. | | 
But the worft is, that our Friends the Publicans. commonly 
underftand no imployment but their own; and fhould we hap- 
pen to coavince them, me muff give them Ejftates as well as Reag- 
fon; or otherwife they canxot fubpft. And certainly they are of- 
ten provok’dto plodding by neceflity, as being fit for nothing elfe ; 
and to confirmthis, we feethere is hardly a. Malefaitor that suffers 
nowadays, but he makes profeffion of his Faith as a Publican at 
the place. of Execution. | 
And certainly, if we look into almoft allour Affairs of late, 
we thall find that the Pudlicans, by their proje@s and plod- 
ding, have not only ruin’d our Kings, Gut almoft the Nation: 
and that not only by their outward and more open Violences; 
but alfo by more fubtile influences and defizus ; and that ina more 
particular manner in, Relation to Trade, the ouly thing capable to 
makeEngland great, And certainly had:not the Spirit of the Nation 
been come to. fucha height in. our late Inteftine War ; that it muff 
vent it felf fore way or oth:r ; and: being brought to.a ftand by 
the Reltoration of King Charles the Second.; andthere being no 
opportunity. in, War, t forced it Self. through all oppofition, and broke 
forth, 22t0 Trade ; and. all this. notwithfanding, the. oppofition of _ 
the Publicans againtt it, who laid. feveral Stumbling Blocks, and-re- 
SAMS Ith WAY a8 Uh mwere.on purpofe to, prevent its Progre/s ; 
and had. nog another, concurring: Circumftance helpt us out, 
thofe Times, and the Inventions of the Publicans,had not only ruin'd 
Trade, bat the Nation therewith: And, this was, tharalmoft all our, 
‘Neighbours were jealous, of one.another forthe whole time: and, 
not, only. fo, but, ayer. fome, other difadvantages, which, would. not 

fuffer them.to do.any thing, great, 

 And.tho? it’s, our happinels that, thofe. Circumftances of our: 
Neighbours faved. us, fromruine, yet,wemay.now bewail it when 
it.1s, fomething too late, zhat. never any. People had a: greater. ops 
portunity than we have partly loft to make our Nation great, And 
sre: 
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tho’ it’strue, that we have done fome confiderable things in the 
lace Reigns, yet they are nothing to what the time and opportunity 
called us to do: And how far we have loft our opportunity, any 
but Publicaes may eafily fee : And among other our misfor- 
tnnes, wehave feen our Eaft India Company lofe it felfbetween 
Prerogative and Priviledge, or rather, between Prerogative aad 
Law: for by the uncertainty of the Company’s Priviledges, we 
fee the Dutch have got the Footing, aud we.in a manner loft Eaft- 
India: All thefe and a thoufand other Extravagancies have our 
Publicans Gone and committed for fear of a Common-wealth: and 
thould our Trade, dy mhich, and by which only we cat maintainand 
increafe our Greatuefs, be under no. better dire@ion for the 
future @ little time is like to make England a Province to fome of 
its Neighbour Countries. 

But to fpeak freely,.and furely, it.concerns us both to think 
and {peak of this: Matter Plainly and without Referve, and ef- 
pecially atthistime, when our opportunity is very near; tho’ I 
am fully fatisfy'd, wot quite off: but there is {till fo much remain- 
ing, tho’ no-thanksto us; as may not.on'y Preferve us, but if we 
double our Diligence, we may foon Recover what ever we have Loft. 

One of our great Unhappinefles is, that moft of the Perfons 
in. our Government. underftand little or nothing, of Trade, and 
fo they leave it always at uncertainties; or if they do any thing for 
its Intereft,, t's commonly by chance,.and not from Knowledge or 
Experienceiof the thing; and the moft they have done for 
Frade, has been upon. the Projects of Perfons who have never 


been abroad, nor feen any thing ; and who only hatch their Inventi- 


ons out of the warmth. of their Brains, without any other helps ; 
and, fuch, Projects, inftead of helping us, have commonly made 


it. abundantly worfe; of this fort of Projects, are the greateft 
part, of the. 4rt of Navigation, and our Inventions about the Jv. 


provement of Wooll, which, inftead. of being ad Vantageous to us, 
have been.the; greateft Lets and. hindrances, that ever the Trade 
and Ingexuityof England faw ; and if they are. not {oon remedied, 
the Confequence is liketo be fuch, as no True Engli/hman would 
willingly live to fee. C 2 And 
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And furely one would think, that few or none fhould be igs 
norant at this day, Zhat fice Trade hath flourifhed, fbe has made 
as many and confiderable changes in the world, as ever Empire 
did : How often has not fhe made a poor People Rich, a little Peo- 
ih ple Great, and an Iznorant People Wife ? And methinks the Exg- 
iy lifo Nation fhould at leaft Incourage Trade to purpofe, er let it 
ii wholly fall ; and do as fome of our Country Gentlemen feem to 
advife, if not by their Words, at leaft by their Actions: That 
js, to Prohibit all Converfe with Strangers, lay afide our Shipping, 
eat our own Bread, drink our own Beer, wear our ole Wooll, and 
fo turn Savages, and then we shall keep our Money among our felves, 
make Wooll dear, and confequextly make Lands yield a good price. 
a A Project fit for none but Savages to propofe. 

ii And if we will begin to Incourage Trade, our way is not fo take 
' away Priviledges,but to give themsfor we feethe Datch and all other 


’ 
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People, who ever did or pretend to do great things by Trade, 

have always propofed dud done it, upon the Foundation of vaft 

Priviledges and Immunities; for it’s a Maxim which always holds, 

a. ) that Trade and Tyranny will never agree; and we have an Emi- 

Ce nent Example of the fed of this, in the Dutch: Eaft-India

le do not provoke them to it: Their Priviledges have Inabled them 

: i to Shake Kingdoms, Remove Kings, and. give Laws to the Eaftern 

» & World: This is that Company, which is a Subject in Holland, 

* \" and one of the greateft Soveraigus upon Earth in \ndia; and 


had not the Datch made one falfe ftep above forty years ago, 
in ceding Brazile to the Portuguife ; and that their Weft-India 
Company had been Armed with the fame Immunities, as their Faft, 
they had fhewed the World ere this, that they could Conquer with= 
out War, and overcome without Fighting; for they had in all 
‘Tumane Appearance, been at this time Dominators of the Seas, 
and Lords of the Indies. But however it ts, they have done 

much with nothing, and we have only done little with much. * 
And certainly, tho’ the Priviledges of New- England, pa 
ds been 
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been very inconfiderable, in refpeé& of what other People, wha 
will promote Trade and Plantations, have commonly given ; 
yet they have behavd them‘elves fo, as to deferve them in- : 
—— Targed, inffead of being diminifheds and this we fhall{ce, if we 
do but confider the Manners’ and Difpofitions of that Pcople, . 
and their difference from thofe of the ether Collonies, b<fore @ 
our Pudlicans began their Projects among them: New-Eng- ig 
Jand had a Sweet, Eafie, and Gentle Government, Made and 1.

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Country and Charge; azd it may be, all things confidered, coming 
nearer to the Bleffed Theocracy at firft fettled by Ged himfeif, thaa 
ever was any on Earth; and the Effets of it foon turned a 
Barren Wilderne[s into a Fruitful Field : \nfomuch, that we 
have feen thefe Collonies, the Envy of the Tyrauny, and the 
Glory of England. 3 
It was the Glorious Effects of this Government which has ren- i 
dred that People Civilly good, far above all the other Englifh a 
Collonies that ever were ; ter there could be nothing feen but ee 
Religion, Induftry, and Sobriety ; their Women employed : 
in one ingenuous thing orother, and far from the common 
temptations to Pride, Pomp, and Luft; their young Men in- 
duftrious, every one. improving himfelfin his way, and prefer- 
ved from Idlenefs .and Debauchery ; their, Old Men fitting ho- ! 
nourably at the Gates, thinking well, and fpeaking right. i, 
Where their Young were loved, and the Old honoured, and -& 
where few or no Complainings for want were beard in the Streets; a 
few or no Suits of Law; but it there were any, they were .com- i 
monly ended in a few hours or days, or at moftin a few weeks, § 
at only a few Shillings or Pence expence: No publick Debau- 
chery, Diforders, Extravagancy, or Sabbath-breaking there to i 
be feen. . The admirable Effects of all which, has been to fettle a 
and People .a Countrey in a few years, which one would think a 
jad coft five times the {pace. Men of Eftates, inftead of going | 
from thence, went fram all places.thither, to 4 People flourifhing | 
#1 
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in their fimplicity, honey, and integrity, and to whom others 
were rather indebted, than they in debt toany. | 
We muft needs confefs, when Meffeurs the Publicans began to 
fet up their inventions in New: England, they foan turned all 
things into reverfe; and what can we expect from any Country 
or People, but that their Government fhould have an outward 
influence upon them, in making them civilly good or bad, ac- 
cording as that is Conftituted and Ordained; for all real Change 
comes immediately from God to the heart,but artificial ones arife 
moft commonly from the outward circumftances of men; and 
the multitude are as they are made. 
But if we look into moft of the other Englifh Plantations, we 
fhall find all quite contrary ; Inhabited by a People, who com- 
monly cannot,or may not have any Principles of Honour, Ho- 
nefty, Induftry, or Vertue, miferable Subjects of Opprefiion and 
Slavery, Deceit, and Violence; who, inftead of turning a bar- 
ren Wildernefs into a fruitful Field, have commonly tarned a 
fruitful Field into a barren Wildernefs. A poor naked bungry 
Governour comes ufually from the Court every three years, 
with a troop of miferable debauched Followers, and for the moft 
part guilty of one Crime or other, whole Debaucheries, Ignorance, 
and Neceffities, provake them to innumerable Praitices of Fraud, 
and Violence. They do that tn fome of the Englith Collonies, 
which it may be was never done by any Civil People upon 
Earth, for they Buy and Sell one another for Debt. No Rich 
Man is fafe, unlefs he be Partners with the Governour, zor 
hardly then neither; where the People are fo corrupted and de- 
praved by the Debauchery and Malignity of the Government, that 
there is hardly any thing can be heard of, but Quarrels, Con- 
tentions, and Suits of Law ; and yet there can hardly any Procefs 
happen, but Plaintiff and Defendant muft both be lofers. Inftead 
of increafirg, they decreafe daily, both in Riches and People: 
For in the Tear 1681 there was ix one of the moff confiderable 
Engh{h Plantations above 7000 fighting Men, and jive Tears 
after, there was foand but about 4700. And let any thinking Perfon 
bus 
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but judge what becomes of the ref 3 befidesthe freth People thar 
come yearly, And moft other Plantations are much the fame. 

And as it were to crown all their other Barbarities, they have 
made their Plautations Prifons as well as Deus of Siavery ; for 
none can go out of any of them without permiffion from the 
Governour for the time and. place; and by this, they deprive 
Mankind at once of the only valuable thing in the World, pree 
cious Liberty :' For if the very thoughts of Confinement arc the 
moft grievous, how abundantly more is the thing it felf > 

Thefe, and fuch as thefe arethe Caufes that Foreigners can 
hardly find an honeft man to Correfpond with; and that ag. 
foon as perfons begin to get any thing of an Eftate, they are 


fain to forfake thofe places, which for the moft part are more iw 
Debt than they are worth; miferable Prifons, and Dens of Slavery, 


full of Violence and Wrong, where there is hardly any Principles 
of Honour or Honefty to be found, and where ever their Mer 


Cy, Fuftice, and Right,are intolerable Grievances. 


Thefe. things, and thefe only, are rhe Source and Original 


Caufe: of Pyrates, and Bukaneers; for Servants become defpe- 
rate, and run away from. their Mafters; and Debtors, for fear 
of Slavery, run away from their Creditors, and become Pyrates, 
and Robbers. Thus the Tyrannies and Eyil Government of the 


Plantations. 7s the Original Gaufe of all the Rapines, Ruine, and: 
Blood committed and fbed. in the Indies: 


And, if the influence of their prefent Conftitution continues 


) long upon;them, we may reafonably expect that our Plantations 


Shall foon become as miferable: as thofe of Spain; or otherwife 
break out into Pyracies, and become a greater plague to England, 
than. ever were the: Turks npon the Coajt of Barbary. 

And, had) the Bakaneers been indued: with Condu@ fuirable 
to their Courage, they had fhew'd us eer this another fort of Gox 
vernments both for Riches and Greatnefs, than any at prefeut in 
| Enropes, and what has been fo long: poffible, may at’ one time or 

other be.done,, if there-be not fuitable: anc timely: means ufed 
tQ. prevent it. 


_Thus 
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Thus whilft our Padblicans are. amufing us with their appreben= 


fions of a Republick in New-England, they are hard at work in 


their old Aatipathetical way, fetting up one of the moft dangerous 
and depraved Mobs and Nef of Pyrates that ever was ; that fhould 
it fucceed, may infeft the whole Indies: And they have brought 
ico far already, that if better heads do not undertake the 
work, it is mot in their capacities to prevent zt. But ic may be 
they do this with fome defign or other; for to fay the truth, 
the Bukaneers arealmoft as depraved as the Publicans them- 
felves. | | 

By thefe, and many other Examples, we may fee, that it’s not

ners, as fome foallow-brain d Polititians will have it, but it’s the 
Evil Government, Evil Communication, and bad Examples, by 
which men corrupt one another; as itis written, the wicked 
walt on ewry fide, when the vileft of men are exalted. 
And Solomon fays, that ‘by the blefing of the © pright.the City 
is Exalted, but it is overthrown by the mouth of the wicked. 
And God complaining of the Government of Judab, by the 
mouth of his Prophet //aiah ;_ he fays, “Yow, zs the faithful City 
hecome an Edfarlot> it was full of Fudgmeat, Righteoufne/s lodged 
in it: but now Murderers. And giving the reafon thereof, he 
fays, thy Princes are Rebellious, and Companions of Thieves every 
one loveth Gifts, and followeth after Rewards: They judge not the 
Fatherle{s, neither doth the Caufe of the Widdow come unto ‘them. 

And fpeaking of the Remedy of thefe things, he fays, J mill 

turn-my hand upon thee, and purely purge away thy drofs, and take 

nsay ail thy Tinn, and I will reftore thy Fudges as at the firft, 

and thy Counfellors as at the Beginning: Afterwards thou (halt be 
called the City of Righteoufnefs, the Faithful City. Here we fee

And we may freely venture to tell our Publiczus,. that if 
ever they make their Tyrannies, Treacheries, and little Tricks, ‘€- 
verlafting, they muft do it out of God's Dominion 3‘and 1 doubt 
not but we thould foon be rid of them, if they did but know: 
of fuch a place, and could any way come at it; efpecially if 
the People of the Country were any thing Rich. , 
- But now [ think ont, our Pudlicans are of late wonder- 
fully puffed up with the Succefs of their little Idol the! French 
Kings and they feem confident, that the Art of making .Ty- 
ranny everlafting, is newly found out by the French Engineers; 
but I doubt not but fome of the Crew  fhall yer live to fee this 
their lajt Chimera alfo broken to piécés, and the French projects, 


what ever they may do fora little time, prove as empty. as 


thofe of the Afoufe of Auftria, who, by their platform of anab- 
folute Monarchy, have drawn almoft the whole Body into the 
Head, and we have feen the Confequence, that the Body is thereby 
difabled and weakned, aud the Head broke out into Diftempers : So 
that the Houle of Auffria, altho’ poffeft of almott all its an- 
tient Dominions, yet inflead of offending others, it caznot now 
defend it felf. Thus the Auffrian Publicans have almoft ruined 
Spain, Italy, a great part of Germany, and the Zudies, and yet wot 
helpt themfelves; but are at this day fo miferable, that there 
wants but the opportunity of fome little Ufurper or Invader to run 
away with the whole Houfe of Auttria. And thus it has been with 
Auftria, and thall be with France, and with all the Ty rannies that 
ever fhall be invented ; for zt’s impojtble that Nature fhould long 

D> | endure 
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endure fo great an ivequality ; as we fee inthe Natural Body, that 
when it is difordered, and in Fits, it feems to be ftronger than at 
another tim2; but that is foon over, and followed with great 
weaknefs; fo if our Pudlicans will pleafetothink, they hall not 
findthe French Tyranny can laft long ; but yet it may be fo long, 
as togive our Publicans in England,if they have not a care, fuch an 
opportunity of difcovering themfélves, as almoft nothing elfe could do ; 
and by that means Adminifter them fuch a fort of Correction 
as they have not hitherto been acquainted with: J advife them 
to begin to think Divine Vengeance ‘has leaden Heels, but ron 
Hands. } 7 i 
But our Publicans of late feem to change Party, and cry out 
nothing but Law, and Reafon: And efpecially thefe of New-Eng- 
land, by Inftruétions no doubt from the Party here, have learn- 
edtocry Law, Law; and that rhe prefent Government of New- 
England is not according to Law: But we may be fure that their 
ufe of Law is only like the Devil's ufe of Scripture, to pervert it, 
and dv mifchief therewith. But it'samazing, that thefe Mifcre- 
ants dare be fo impudent at. thistime of day, astocallin quefti- 
on all thofe great and glorious things that have been done in our 
latepiand happy Revolution; and not only fo, but to jultify a# the 
Tyramies and Barbarities of the late Reigns; for in all their Clae 
mour, they novonly take it for granted, that the People of News 
England did loferheir Liberties and Properties in the late Reigns, 
bas thatall thedate Tyrannies were Lawful; thereby openly con- 
denming the Prince of Orange's Declaration, and all the Refclutions 
of the Convention of States ; and the prattice, not only of New-Eng- 
jand: but almoft of all the Corporations in England: Hor the then 
Prince 6f Orange, caed an Affembly of the States of England to 
be Made, Chofen, and Conjftitured, according to the Autient Rights 
and Privi'edges of every Place ; and the People every where, not- 
wittiftanding the late Ufurpations upon their Liberties, did all 
chule according to antient Right, and all thefe Perfons Sat, and 
Voted. in the late Blefed Revolution, in Matters of the bigheft con- 


fequence that can poffiély ever happen in England; for it was Dif- 
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folving an Old Government, » and making a New one: | dud wot 
only fo, but many Worthy Gentlemen who were Out- mved in the late 
Reiens, for pretended Treafon, made no bones cnt, to go and fit, 
and were freely admitted in Parliament ; and did not ftand ftill 
until their Judgments and Outlawries were Reverlt, for that was 
only matter of Form, but not a matter of Right ; and this was the 
very Cafe of New-Exgland, in common with fo many of their 
fellow Subje&ts of England ; and thus there. can be no: true 
friend to the prefent Government will doubt, but New: England 
is now upon the fame Foundation ow which it flood before their free- 
doms were Ravifhed from them, excepting only the Reverfal:of 
the Judgment againft their Charter; which as the matter ftands, 
is bat matter of form. | 

And were it not for lofing an opportunity of having their 
Priviledges. and Immunities augmented by their Majefties Boun- 
ty and Grace, fo eminent in them, above any of their Royal Pro- 
genitors; furely it would be beft for the People of New-England, 
to fit ftill where they are, andonly Reverfe the Judgment a- 
gainft their Charter, which no doubt they may do of Courfe, and 
then let: our Publicans fee if they could perfwade King Wiliam 
and Queen Mary to begin where King James left off, and fo te 
bring another Quo-waranto againft the Priviledges of New- 
England. | | 

] had thought to bring many Examples and Precedents from 
our Lawsand Cuftoms, to confirm what I have aflerted; but I 
think there is enough faid, to prove that New England {lands 
upon the fame Foundation with our prefent Government ; and 
befides; what fhould we do with Law and Precedents for our 
Publicans, the Men muft firft have Reafon, before they :wilb be 
fit to hear Law; and our Law Cafes may poffibly ferve upon 
another occafion, if we fhould need them. Befides, they could 
be of no great ufe at this time, fince we know that the Pud- 
licans. prefent noife of Law, is chiefly intended to wound 
our prefent Government through the fides of that of New- 
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But after all, Jet us come to the Quality of the Addreflere, 
where we fhall find that the intereft of the Faction 1s fo low in 
New-England, that they have not been able, of all forts and 
fizes, to make up the number of forty perfons, alter all their 
running. riding, working, perfwafion, and induftry ; which 
further confirms, that thofe little Toots. in  New-Engiand are 


only made fubfervient to another far more Confiderable Faction 


fome where elfe; which rightly confidered, makes it wonder- 


ful; that notwithftanding the weaknefs of their intereft, yet 
-they fhould be able to keep New England unfetled for more than 


two years of the Reign of Xing Wiliam, and Queen Mary; and 


by that means, not only prevent the total Conqueft of Canada, 


but have brought great, and almoft unfpeakable difadvantages 
to the Intercft of the prefent Government throughout America ; 
for otherwife, we might in all humane appearance, have feen 
the French by this time, difpoflefsd of all their Acquifitions in 
thofe parts of the World. | bine | 

And certa‘nly, fhould. we begin to recolleét-all the moft con- 
fiderable Services of our Publicans to the French iotereft of late 
eyears! we fhall find none more confiderable than this; and furely 
aur, Addreflers have deferved to parteke with the French King 
in-all his late Triumphs, and fome of his Gold, more than any 
the Jike number that [ can poffibly think of: But, alas, thefe 
have been but the Fadtors and Agents of others; ‘and their great- 
eft: Suctefles can only bring their heads to Promotion; but. little 
orinothing can fall to the Tools thereby. it 
“ooAndthereis no doubt but the great and principal reafon of 
thefe Mens Succefles in New England, (ince their Majefties happy 
Acéeffionto the Crown, has been the remifnefs of the Govern- 
ment and!Pdoplethere, in doing Juftice upon the late Betrayers 
and Invaders of their Country. Zwo or three Eminent Examples 
of Juftice, and the Building of a good Bridewell for the reft of . the 
uimzyCrem, had prefently put chem out of all thefe doubts, and 
made room enough for the Progrefs of sheic Majefties Arms in 
“mer ica. |

“The Sieur Ledger is renowned for his late Profecution, of the 
Prince of ‘Orange's Declaration, and for his Zeal in carrying on 

the new defigns for difturbing our Peace, ‘Drinking of Religious 
Healths, and other confiderable Fears. And the Sieur Randolph 
has got a Name in the World by being one of the firlt Publicans 
difpatchedfrom hence to New-England; and-who has ever fince 
had a confiderable intereft in all the projects of the rarty there; 
andnot only fo, buethe Manis of late grown very Eminent ‘for 
his new Inventionsin the Arts of Forging Letters and falfe News: 
And if his Improvement in thofe Arts be fo. confiderable as they. 
fay,/ farely he could make vaft advantage of it among the Adio- 
gifesin Amferdam: But now I think on’t, .ZoMand is a-Repub- 
lick, and that fort of Air does not very well agree with his Com- 
plexion. | 

To give them both their due, they are a couple of indifferent 
well accomplifhed: Publicans, and fitenough to ferve the Intereft, 
and more efpecially ifthey have but the Language, and if they 


have it not, itshopt:their Friends in New-England will pleafe to. 


fpare them time to learn it: For the Monfieurs are grown of late 
fo

fo imperious that they will hardly fpeak any thing but Fresch, al- 
tho’ they underftand it never fo well. ‘Thusit feems they would 
not only have us Slaves to their humours, bat even to their very 
Language. 7 

Thefe, and fuch as thefe, are the Agents and Tools of the Par- 
ty here, and I doubt not but little time fhall fo difcover them to 
the World in general, and to the prefent Government in particu- 
lar ; as to procure them a fort of Advancement, tho’ not fucha 
one as they are plodding for: But it muft be by contraries, other- 
wife it would not fuit with their condition. 

But after all their great Succefles in their late Undertakings 
aeainft the Government, whether it be in preventing our 
Conqueft of Zreland in the Year 89, their bafiling our defigns.at 
Sea thefe two lafvYears, their imbroiling usin Scotland, in New- 
England, and over the reft of America: Yet our Publicans are ex- 
treamly troubled at fomething or other; and it feems that one 
of their Afflictions is, that tho the Exg/i/b have notas yeti dif- 
pofleft the French of whole Canada, yet they have made a good 
beginning, and fuch confiderable difcoveries, as being well fol- 
lowed, may foon bring the reft: This has put them into fuch a 
fright and diforder, that it’s common with them now tocry out 
Canada, Canada, as it has been always to cry out Commonwealth, 
Commonwealth; and to fay the truth, they have reafon, for Ca- 
vada isthe faireft Flower of the Frech Crown beyond the O- 
cean, andcapable, ifgained, and well improved by the Eng/ifh, 
of making the Nation fome Compenfation for and towards the 
Charge of this expenfive War,which our Publicans have been plea- 
fed to engage us in; befides' the influence it may haveto: ruine 
the French Intereft in all America. 

And the fecond vexation of our Addreflors is about Sir W720i 
am Phips, a Perfon of a clear contrary humour and principle to 
the Publicans, for it hasalways been Sir William's difpofition to 
(eek the Wealth of his People, with as great Zeal and unwearied- 
nefs, as our Pubiicans ufe to feek their lofs and ruine. 
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At firft, it feems they were in hopes to gain this Gentleman to 

their Party, as thinking him good natur‘d, and eafie to be flatte- 
red out of his underftanding ; and the more, becaufe they had 
the advantage of fome ao very good Treatment that Sir William 
had formerly met with fromthe People and Government of New- 
England. But Sir William foon fhewed them that what they ex- 
pected would be his temptation,to lead him into their little tricks,, 
he embraced as a glorious opportunity to fhew his Generofity 
and greatnefs of mind ; for én imitation of the greateft Worthies that 
have ever been, he.rather chofe to joyn in the defence of his Country 
with fome Perfons, who formerly were none of bis Friends, and it 
may be had never been for bis Virtue, without his Succefs, than be- 
come the head of a Faction, to its ruine and defolation. 
‘Fr feems this noble difpofition of Sir William, joyned with that 
Capacity and good Succefs wherewith he has been attended, in 
raifing himfelf by fuch an occafion, as it may be, all things con- 
fidered, has: never hapfeaed to.any before him, makes our Pud/i- 
caus apprehenfive, and not without reafon, that thefe are but the 
beginnings and Foreranners of the Noble Atchievements which ftill 
remains for him todo, for the adorning of bis Age, and the Glory as 
well as the Advantage of bis Native Country. 

.Andas the Publicans are highly apprehenfive of the indefa- 
tigable Labours.of Sir William Phips, of which they have al- 
ready feen fome. part of the Confequénce, it muft needs heighten 
their Trouble, tofee that he neither hath, sor doth {pare himfelf, 
nor any. thing that is near and dear to him, in promoting the 
good. of his Native Country ; and confequently, the Intereft as 
well,as Advantage and. Glory of our Soveraign Lord and 
Lady the King and, Queens Majefties ; and.it's the Hope and: Ex- 
pectation of all Good.Msn; who have the-Honour of his, Ac: 
quaintance, that God Almighty will Blefs and. Profper.'thefe 


unwearied, and fo much dreaded.Endeavours of his, with Prof- 


perity and Glorious Succefs. 
But this Famous Publican Addrefs,..has, not only been Signed 
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by all the Trath they could Rake together, but alfo with a 
Cum multis aliis. — | | 


You can hardly think how T was at firft puzled with this 


Cum Multis Aliis, for¥ thought to take it in the Literal Sence | 


could no way be fuitable to the humours of our Publicans, for it 
was never their mannerat fuch a time as this, to hide any of 


their numbers ; but rather, to’ make themfelves look bigger, 


and abundantly more numerous than ever they really are; as 
We may often fee by fome of their holding up two hands for 
one in Guildhall, and Poling two or three times inftead of once, 
to be fureon’t ; therefore] thought it impoffible that they fhould 
be guilty of concealing any of their Party upon fuch an occas 
fion as this ; and above all, I could not perfwade my felf, but 
this Latin Expreffion, muft needs have fome double Meaning, 
according and conformable to the body of the Addrefg,” and 
moft other things our Puélicans ule to door fay. 4 

Then { began. to confider it another way, and to fuppofe, 
that fince they are apt to bring every thing into Slavery they. 
meet with,’ poftbly the Caprice of fome of the Party, at one time 
or other, might have by Force and Violence reduced thefe two or 
three poor fimple Latia\ words into fome proper name ; and it might: 
be, this proper name wasat thistime,’ that of their Prefident, 
and that according to their ufual Rules of contraries, this their 
Prefident had Signed laft, becaufe it is the manner of other Peo- 
ples Prefidents to Sign firft: But after much Difpute with my 
felf; I was fain to forfake all my Fancies about this Expreffion, 
as a Proper Name, and begun again to ponder uponits Natural: 
Signification, to fee what I could difcover that way: Thus I 
came to fuppofe, they might poflibly mean their Servants and 
Tenants, by thefe Latin words; but after Inquiry, Tunderftood 
that they had not many of them, e/pecially fince their Flogsheads’ 
full of Blank Patents, are worn quite out of fafhion. Then IT inquired 


ifthey had any Wives and Children among them? and after a fharp. 


Scrutiny, T found that New-England, was a pretty.Prolific Country, 
and knowing the Publicans to be a Lazy Idle fort of People, who 
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feldome or ever work with their good will, except it bea little 
now and then with the furface of their Brains ; for deep thoughts 
they never have any. This made me takeit for granted, that 
their leifure might give them great Opportunity to Procreate, 
and therefore poffibly they might have good ftore of Wives, 
or at leaft Women and Children; fo I concluded, that Cum 
Multis Aliis in this place, fignified only their Wives and Chil- i 
dren ; but I had no fooner taken this for granted; than I be- i 
gan to wonder wherefore our Publicans were pleafed to make i Ve 
fo bold with their Women and Children, fetting them down, @ 
not only as confenting, but in fuch an imperious manner, as if 
they had actually fub{crib’d themfelves; fince it might reafona- 
bly be fuppofed, they had never fo much as asked one half of 
‘their Opinions about the matter : This Jed me to think of the. 
Publican Doctrine, that is to fay, of Paffive Obedience and Non- 
Refiftance ; and that is to fay, Nou-Refiftance and Paffive Obedi- 
ence: For there is neither more nor lefs on’t, take it which way - 
you will; and how by this Doctrine they pretend their Succe(ii- 
on is derived, from the Eldeft Son of the Eldeft Son of Noah; &c. 
and that every Eldeft Brother is the Soveraign of the others, 
ad infinitum, only there has been fome few miftakes by the 
Way ; ia this manner they take it for granted, that every Father 
of a Family is Soveraign of it ; always faving the Allegiance 
they all owe totheir upper Soveraign ; thus it is by this Patri- 
archal kind of Right as they call it, that our Publicans make . 
fo bold with their Wives and Children, without ever asking 
‘their leave, and reckon they are not only obliged by, but in- 
cluded in all they do or fay ; but however it is, we need not 
doubt, but our Pudblicans believe, that their Wives and Children 
are fully and wholly included in all they fay or do, fince they 
have always pretended the Right, not only to Inflave the Age . | 
they live in, but even Generations to come ; and not only ig 
- ‘to Inflave their own, but likewife thofe of all other People ; and 
‘now beyond all Difpute, they, would take the fame Liberty which 
fome of the Gang in 4ffrica do, in Selling and Pawning their | 
E Wives if

Wives and Children, if they. faw occafion: Aud why (hould we 
doubt that thofe People, who: pretend a Divine Right, to ~difpafe of 
other Peoples Ghildren,. fhould not-make bold ‘with their-own?.. 
But fince this little: Latine Exprefiow is of fo large. a, fignifi- 
cation with the Pwhlicans, and of fo great ufe among them-, to 
keep their poor Wives and Children io Thraldome.: Why may, 
it not alfo be made ufe off, as a fign between them and.-the late 
King Fames, to fignifie fomething or other; that it may be. we 
may not very well underftand? But at Jeaft, that any, Addrefs 
or other Writing, where © um: Multis Aliis: follows, is always 
intended for him : Thus we may fee-the whole, Doctrine of the 
Publicans, contraéted-and contained in this-one little Myfterious 
Latin Expreffion ; but however itis, for my part, I muft needs 
confefs, 1 fhall have the worfe thoughts of Cam Multis Aliis, 
fo long as I live, for this Bafe and: Slavifh ufe. made ont by 
the Publicans. | | | 
To conclude; I muft needs confefs, that the Party in. New- 
England are fo very. low and: Miferable, that they are. not worth 
a Line of Chaftifement: Befides, a mean Capacity may. fee, that. 
it’s all but borrowed and Artificial Scuff, and nothing, Natural 
in it; and had it not been for the Party here, [had never fet 
Pen'to Paper about the matter; but its the Refpect. 1 owe to 
the: Préfent Government, under their Majefties Aig William 
anid Queen Mary, and the Inclination I find in my felf, to im- 
ploy my mean Talent in helping to promote the Trade, Ad- 
vantage, Welfare, and Greatnefs of Axgland, has moved-me 
to Imploy my Pen againft this fort of Men, not having.apy 
‘Private Defign, Obligation, Difobligation, or End,,.1n doing 
what I have done; nor was I ever at; or concerned. in New- 
England, nor with the People, excepting in common Converfa- 
tion; I mut confefs, 1 have fomething againft. the Ty- 
ranmies and Evil'Government of the other Englifh Plantations, 
and the'bad management of ‘the Trade of England, which has 
foved me to write fo fenfibly about ‘them; but. it’s hopd, .a 
{mall time may ‘thew us fome confiderable Eafe and Redrefs in 
nat DEE E evi thefe 
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thefe things; therefore this hint before hand may not be unne- 
ceflary, and fomething more if required. 

It muft needs be afflicting to any jult and generous Englifb 
Mind, who underftands our Affairs fundamentally, to fee the 
Priviledges of New-England, not only brought into Difpute at 
this time of day, but left in difpence for more than two years, 
which has been fo fatal to fome of our beft Defigns againft the come 
mon Enemy of Men, and Religion. And the Defign of thofe who 
have been the Authors, ought not only to be confidered, but 
dreaded with the greateft horrour ; for thefe are the Men, who 
both directly and indirectly embroyl us at home, and abroad. 
Thefe are the Men who would have Hing William and Queen 
Mary Begin where the late King Fames left off; They would have 
us fend an Army, and a General Governour to New-England, that 
we might both lofe the Country, and be embroyl’d therewith, 

All which confider’d, it’s highly neceflary at this time, for 
all true Englifiimen, Lovers of their Country, and confequently 
of our Soveraign Lord and Lady the King and Queens-Ma- 
jefties, to look upon this fort of Men as common Petts; a 
Crew who have hardly any thing, but Eyuivocations, Mental 
Refervations, Doubts, and Ambiguities, in all they fay or do, 
and who, as it’s Reported of Witches, caw never do us harm, 
till firft we believe in, or do them any good.
